"Learn the job," was Mr. Co- 
pland's advise to young people who 
arc considering to make music 
their life's career. 

Aaron Copland, the world famous 
contemporary composer, spoke on 
the topic "The Composer's Expe- 
rience" before a capacity crowd 
in Moysc Hall last night. 

He expressed pleasure in having 
the opportunity to speak at Mc- 
Gill University, and especially be- 
fore a student body. As he pointed 
out, the composer should meet his 
audience and speaking of the mo- 
dern nrtist, he said, "Artists do 
not look like heroes nowdays . . . 
but it is much more remarkable 
to look like n .businessman and be 
an artist." 

He explained that creativity 
makes the artist feel that he can 
grasp the importance of the basis 
of life itself and at the same time 
he can put a part of himself on 
paper, but an artist's creativity 
exists quite separately from the 
value of his work. 

Continuing with his address, Mr. 
Copland elaborated upon the deve- 
lopment of modern American mu- 
sic, and the evaluation of his own 
career. 

It was at the age of fifteen that 
he first admitted to a friend that 
he was interested in becoming a 
composer. When asked by this re- 
porter as to what gave him the 
inspiration, he replied that it was 
his natural instinct for music. 
Later he studied in France with 
the confidence inspired by his 
teacher, Miss Boulanger. 

Mr. Copland explained in detail

KUDOS AND KISSING BABIES 



We've had our pride hurt recently. The 
charming secretary of the Red and White told 
us that the Daily's reviews are not important. 
The insult was not a serious one; more than just 
wounding our pride it started us thinking. 

It may be true that our reviews are not im- 
portant. However, they have been regarded, and 
not necessarily by ourselves, as significant. Just 
what do they signify? These reviews reflect the 
opinion of one playgoer. They show the things in 
a performance which please him and those which 
annoy him. They try to explain his overall im- 
pression and pass this on to the raeder. 

When reading a review, any review, one should 
remember these things. A reviewer is not God 
Almighty and should not be treated os such. 

We, in turn, have many things to remember. 
First we must remember that we are NOT Al- 
mighty, (and there is some danger here). We 
must remember what we are reviewing; and that 
this is a University and not a professional drama 
school. 

We must olso remember that this is a Uni- 
versity and not a kindergarten, and as such is 
responsible for presenting good drama. To a large 



extent we are a part of that responsibility. Since 
we represent some portion of student opinion, 
we feel that we must give a sound judgement. 
Perhaps we feel our responsibilities a trifle more 
keenly than we ought; perhaps we take ourselves 
too seriously. However we do feel that we should 
present an unbiased view remembering not to be 
flip nor to take ourselves too terribly seriously. 

It is expected that the daily newspaper of 
a large university comment on dramatic functions 
within that university. When we exercise this 
right, as we must, it is essential to keep an open 
mind. It is only in the exercising of this right 
that we are kept from becoming completely 
effete and from loosing the privileges of a 
critic. For this reason we are significant. 

Some would have us close our eyes to our 
responsibilities and insist that such-and-such 
should be slanted so. If we do this we should 
lose all our stature. To these people the press 
owes no courtesy. We will not leave the Red and 
White with a taste in our mouths like a politi- 
cians after kissing babies, nor will we came armed 
with darts.

The Doily Meets 



Aaron Copland i

On Monday mornings, I had an 
opportunity to speak with one of 
the most interesting figures on the 
scene of contemporary American 
music — Aaron Copland. He is a 
very pleasant man to talk to; there 
is nothing to him of the fiery com- 
poser romantic movies lead us to 
expect, but simply a man who 
would not have been out of place 
selling stocks, or manufacturing 
typewriters. Ho spoke about many 
things, ranging from the problems 
of composing operas to the con- 
temporary Russian music (for 
which he has little respect). 

The rlstory of music since 1900 
seems to me to be the story of 
the gradual decline and decay of 
Romanticism overlapping with the 
gradual development of a new sort 
of Classicism. The Romantics 
thought of themselves as suffer- 
ing creatures, struggling with the 
universe; they were Expressing 
themselves, and the music poured 
forth in its unending way, filled 
with Feeling nnd Emotion (which 
usually meant melancholy). The 
end came with the excesses of 
Mahler, and the work of Schoen- 
berg, where emotion becomes neu- 
roticism. 

While this wns going on, the new 
school of craftsmen grew up, with 



men like Stravinsky and Milhaud 
at their head. To them, music was 
more of a craft, and more work 
than inspiration was involved. 

After a little prodding, Mr. Cop- 
land admitted that he thought of 
these two men as being among the 
most important of this century; 
and so now the historical mind can 
classify him in his littlo cubbyhole. 
It is false to do this sort of thing, 
of course, for no one can fit any 
classification; but Mr. Copland's 
attitude toward his art seemed to 
me to be very close to that of these 
two composers, who work on their * 
writing at fixed hours each day, 
and who would, I think, smile if 
nnyone mentioned "inspiration". 

This does not mean that the 
music is cold; Mr. Copland admiU 
to ofection for Mahler, and haï 
just finished a biography of the 
greatest of the older American 
composers, Charles Ives, who is in 
many respects one of the most 
Romantic of Romantics. 

I don't know enough of Mr. Cop- 
land's music to be able to venture 
an opinion about his greatness as 
a composer; but I could easily see 
that his clear vision of musical 
things makes him an important 
factor on America's musical stage 
in this part of the century.
